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Private Developers Rival Altona 
Council For Reserve 





As well as Altona Shire Council two private companies are interested 
in developing the residential section of The Truganina Explosives Reserve and 
Buffer Zone. The Shire Engineer, Mr. R. C. Simmons, suggests the council 
should give more careful thought to allowing private enterprise to develop it. 


But the council has decided to negotiate for purchase 


of the land. However, no further consideration will be given 
to which applicant will develop the land until the Lands De- 
partment receives a plan from Altona Council, after which 
all claims will then be reviewed. : 


Cr. J. J. Ginifer learnt -of the interest of the 
other developers on May 30 and reported this to a 
General Purposes Committee meeting on the same 
night. Minutes of this meeting were adopted and

Cr Ginifer, accompanied by 
the Shire Secretary, Mr J. W, 
Waiters, and Mr Simmons, had 
discussions with representa- 
tives of the Lands Depart- 
ment on May 30, 

It was at this meeting they 
heard of the developers who 
Were stated to be A. V. Jenn- 
ings & Co., and H. L, O'Brien 
& Associates of Sydney and 
that company representatives 
would be introduced to the 
Minister of Lands on the fol.. 
lowing day (May 31), 


BANK FAVOURABLE TO:

Cr Ginifer also reported 
to the committee on discus- 
sions with an official of the 
Commonwealth Banking 
Corporation regarding pro- 
vision of funds for develop. 
ing the Reserve. He satd 
the bank's attitude appeared 
favourable to a scheme of 
this nature, 

Mr Waters explained that 
the discussion with Mr Dool-. 
ing at the bank was on the 
basis that council would pur- 
chase the area from the Lands 
Department and that in the 
| first year approx, $360,000 
would be required with the 
Possibility that more funds 
would be needed in subse. 
quent years, 

However, Mr Waters con- 
siders $350,000 would almost 
finance the schenie, 

Repayment of these funds 
would be over a 10 year period, 
This would depend on the 
rate of sale of the blocks 
which would in turn govern 
the speed of development of 
any more blocks for sale, 

Mr Dooling suggested the 
council take the matter up 
with the Lands Department. 
and that in the meantime his 
bank would give the council’s 
proposal every consideration, 

Mr Waiters pointed out to 
the committee that funds by 
overdraft would not effect the 
council's loan allocations. 

Cr A, J, Fisher asked 
whether, upon development, 
contracts of sale should be 
financed by the Common. 
wealth Bank, 

The committee agreed that 
this would be an infringement 
of rights of the individual and 
should not be considered at

This means that it would 
pass through the existing 
subdivided area and that 
the Board would then not 
be in a position to with-hold 
permits to build on the old 
subdivided area, 

The problem, therefore, ex- 
ists that if the main is exten- 
ded from Laverton to supply, 
water to the proposed develop- 
ment of the Notla subdivision 
(west of the Buffer Zone and 
south of Queen Street) and 
the Explosives Reserve, water 
supply will automatically be 
provided to the old subdivision 
and anyone owning a block 
in this subdivision would then 
be able to build, [The old sub. 
division consists of blocks with 
frontages of 40 feet which the 
council considers sub-standard 
and which the council is seek- 
ing a means to acquire and re- 
subdivide on modern day 
trends,] 

Cr G, den Dulk pointed 
out that even if the council is 
unsuccessful in negotiating 
for the Explosives Reserve 
land the water will still be 
provided for the Notla sub. 
division and the position in re- 
lation to the old Laverton 
Esiate subdivision would re- 
main the same, that is, owners 
would then be able to build if 
they so desired. 

Cr H, W, Lee asked that if 
in the event the council did 
not obtain the Reserve land 
would it be possible to advise 
the Board of Works that the 
council is going te acquire the 
whole of the Laverton Estate 
subdivision for the purpose of 
re-Subdivision into larger al- 
lotments and that under 
these circumstances would the 
Board be able to prevent any 
building operations taking 
place, 





He was advised that once 
water was on to the estate 
permits would have to be 
issued if requested, & 


Mr Waters indicated that in 
crder to acquire the whole es- 
tate and-re-subdivide it there 
would probably be some cases 
of compulsory acquisition and 
others of private purchases 
whereby a 40 foot block would 
be acquired and if the owner 
required a block in the area 
he would be able to obtain a 
50 foot block in return by pay- 
ment of the additional cost. 

He said a good deal hinges 
on the question of finance if 
the council is to carry out this 
subdivision, 


Some discussion followed 
on the mater of finance and 
whether the whole of the Ex- 
plosives Reserve area would 
be purchased at once and de- 
veloped in stages or purchased 
in stages.

ENGINEER URGES CON-

Twice at the committee 
meeting Mr Simmons asked 
councillors to give careful 
consideration to allowing 
private enterprise to develop 
the Reserve, 


He made these comments 
after Cr den Dulk suggested 
that ways and means to pre- 
vent the Government dispos- 
ing of the land to private en- 
terprise should be considered, 


My Simmons said if pri- 
vate enterprise develops the 
Reserve the council could con- 
centrate on the old Laverton 
Estate subdivision which the 
bank may finance. ~ 

Cr Fisher pointed out that 
areas developed by the council 
would permit ‘the sale of land 
at cost price and perhaps 
bring about development of 
the area more quickly. If pri-

35 Hour Week 
For Council 
Employees 


By decision of the 
State ALP Conference it 
is now mandatory for 
Labor controlled councils 
to grant thelr employees 
a 35 hour week, , 


Mr Hartley, ALP State 
Secretary, sald the new 
hours would apply with. 
in weeks at the 10 Labor 
controlled councils, 

These include Foot- 
stray and Altona, 

Some doubt has been 
expressed at the legal 
Powers of councils to 
make this meve. If the 
council introduces the 
35 hour week it could be 
challenged in court by 
ratepayers, 

The council could be 
ordered to show its use 
of ratepayers money was 
justifiable, This it could 
do if it could show it

The Altona Council 
has for some time al. 
lowed its employees four 
weeks annual leaye and 
provided above award 
wages amounting to $416 
per annum for all adult 
employees,

been effectively chall- 
enged by any Altona 
ratepayer, 

Cr H. W. Lee has 
stated that the 35 hour 
week decision will be dis-

FURTHER IMPROVEMENTS 
ABOUT TO BE MADE 


Electric Line from Flinders’ 
Street.—There is at present 
(September, 1929) an electric 
railway running from Flinders 
Street to Altona Station, 

Forty trains stop. at Altona 
Station every day. 


ft is proposed to extend the 
line from Altona Station to the 
corner of Maidstone and Blyth 
Streets, a distance of about one 
mile. 


The object of this is to serve 
the Western Beach, which is 
one of the best residential spots 
at any beach suburb around 
Melbourne.

The explanation offered to 
the section of Cr Crofts mani- 
festo, pertaining to “his work- 
ing for the removal of the 
Depot,” but could not without 
support from fellow council- 
lors, does not ring true, for at 
a recent public meeting held 
in Altona North to protest and 
decide action on the Briquette 
Depot, and at which Cr Crofts 
was in attendance, a deputa- 
tion composed of seven per- 
sons from this meeting was 
formed to waif upon the Chair 
man of State Electricity Com- 
mission, My Connelly. 

It was noticable that Cr 
Crofts made no effort to be a 
part of this deputation, or 
offered any ‘contribution to 
the discussion at this meeting, 
whereas Tepresentation was 
given by Labor councillors; 

This does not co-incide with 
Mrs Dickson’s plea that Cr 
Crofts ‘does not have a magic 
wand’ and “CAN ONLY 
TRY,” but the fact is “HE 
DID NOT TRY.” 

Mrs Dickson’s letter appears ; 
to be nothing more but a 
part of a pre election cam- 
paign by an organised letter 
writing brigade who. are dedi- 
cated anti-labor, 

This gives promise of, a 
stimulating election campaign 
to be conducted in August and 
is most welcomed by the Aus- 
tralian Labor Party as a means 
of public forum, and will be 
matched by our members and 
supporters,

PURCHASE 


Several other motions concerning Al- 


tona Council proposals for development 
of the Explosives Reserve were passed ai 
the General Purposés Committee meeting 
on May 30 and adopted on June 7. 


The first three listed were moved by Cr. A. J 
Fisher and seconded by Cr. G. den Dulk. The fourth 
was moved by Cr, Fisher and seconded by Cr. J. J 


Ginifer. 


All four start with, “That 
the following provision’ be in! 
cluded in the contract of sale,| 
with purchases of land...” 

7, On failure of the pre- 
scribed home buyer to make 
payment in the required time 
the council repossesses the 
land, resels it, and make re. 
funds to the purchaser of the 
purchase price of the land; 
plus council valuation of any 
improvements erected on the 
land, less council costs of re- 
possession and resale, and fur- 
ther, that cases of hardship 
receive special consideration, 

2. In the case of a builder 
who fails to complete erection 
of buildings on any allotments 
he has purchased, within 18 
months of the signing of the 
contract, that the council re- 
possess the land, resell it, re- 
imburses the buiider for the 
purchase price of the land plus 
council valuation of any im- 
provements which have heen 
erected, less council costs of 
repossession and resale, 

3. A prescribed home buyer 
shall be a person who becomes 
the owner of one block of land 
only in the entire subdivision 
and shall include a corporate 
body, or unincorporate associ- 
ation (charitable, religious 
and-or benevolent organisa- 
tions excluded), 

4, In the event of misrep- 
resentation being made to the 
council the person making the 
misrepresentation shall be 
liable for costs incurred by 
the council in establishing that. 
misrepresentation has taken 
place, 

Cr den Dulk moved and Cr 
Ginifer seconded a motion, 
which was carried, that com- 
mercial sites provided in the 
subdivision be retained by the 
council and not be. sold.
